At 
its present yate of development, the 
port will soon be a ‘prominent factor 
‘in the trade between shanghni and 
Hong Kong. Located on the island 
of Amoy, 300 miles’ north of Hong 
Kong, 200 miles south of Foochow 
and 330 miles south ef Shang'ai, 
the port ja served by three regilar 
nes of steamers—the- Java: ‘China. 
Japan (Duten), Butter field & Swire, 
(Britis), “and the: Douglas Line 
between Hong 
Kong, Amoy, Foochow ‘and ‘Shang. 
lini, Amoy has lagged behind other 
ports in its development. In times 
gone by, pirntes frequented ‘the 
port and:-made it unsafe for reai- 
dence or trade, The streets were 
narrow and cooked, vith sluggish 
xewers flowing underncath rudi- 
mentary and uneven flagstones. 
The lack of water supply and sani- 
tnry safeguards converted it into & 
‘focus of infection. Epidemics of 
small-pox, cholera, dysentery and 
plague broke out, vwith frequent re- 
currence, These conditions have 
changed in the last few years, and 
Amoy is rapidly being transformed 
into a modern city and port. : 
‘Before 1000 water for Amoy was 
curried over -by bonts from the ad- 
jucent island of Kulangsu, where it 
was callect2d into cisterns from 
rainfali. , 
lopment’ wf Kulangsa, pie water 
supply .became’ inadequate -for the |. 
roquircinents of its residents, and 
tho, Municionl Council cut off the 


supply. for Amoy. . ‘Chis compelled 
{ne eople of ‘Amoy to bring water 


from a district twenty miles away 
Ly sma!l water boats, und on stormy 
days this supply’ was practically cut 
off, As a result of this lack of 
water, three great spidemics deci 
mated the inknbitants of the port. 
Only the introduction of a modern 
system of water ‘supply has saved 
Amoy from keing deserted by :the 
people The movement for ao 
modern. water supply «was first 
started in 1903. .The then magis- 
trate of the city invited Japanese 
engineers irom Formosa to make a 
general survey and report on the 
possibility pf constructing a water 
system on the island, These Japan- 
ese recommended drilling, wells. 
Tho first well was dug close by the 
front’ gate of, the “Magistrate’s 
yamen, but was abandoned heenuse 
of the difficulty ‘of drilling through 
the rocks. Several wells were dug 
in other districts of the island bur 
none were ndle to supply the neces- 
sary quantity of water, * 


Model ' Waterworks. 


In view’ of the urgent need for 
nater, another” movem2nt was. start 
‘ed in 1910. ta solve the pyéblem by 
inviting a British pe Ati firn:

The people 
of Amoy realize ‘that the water- 
Hworks has taved the’ city from 
cholera; dysentery, typhoid , and 
ether epidemics which formerly 
took’ n heavy annual toll of life, 
Reservoirs and Plants. 

The reservoirs were constructed 
in the hills five miles from the, city, |. 
by building ‘xn dam of eyclosyean 
concrete which holds 400,000,000 
enjlons of ‘water, enough for one 
year’s consumption. The water is 
led from the :eservoir through pipes 
by gravity to filter plants. three 
miles away. There are three slow 
filter sand beda, ench with a, eupa- 
city of filtering 200,000 gallons of 
water a day, or a total of 900,000 
galious of ure water daily. The 
yaw water is carefully analyzed.

As in war the Royal Navy was 
the Silent Service, so in ponce 
the engineers of Britain’ form the 
Silent Industry of tho . nation, 
Quietly, without any: blowing of 
trumpets, they have gone out into 
the world bridging rivers - and 
railways, curbing the sea, sinking 
mines and laying pipe-lincs, 

So well have they worked, and 
such is the prestige of British skill 
and workmanship, that there are 
few spots left on land where the 
British structural engineer could 
not stand and say as Wren said 
in B3t. Paul’s: “If a monument 
you require, look: around,” 

And everything has’ been done so 
quietly, everyone bending to tho 


task. ne st 


The prestige of British bridge- 
builders’ in other countriés is’ one 


supremacy of Britain in-this field, 
bridge-builders have allowed “con- 
tracts to go elaewhore. Alwnys they. 
have insisted that the bridge—on 
which may depend: the dives -of 
thousnnds—should have no clement 
of risk, They insist on tho use of 
the finest stecl; and the, result is 
the confidenca all over tho world 
that the British standard is best. 

But British engineers have not 
been ‘content just to slog along, 
hoping that. quality alone will win 
them contracts, From America one 
is.continually hearing of wonderful

exploits, of the British engineers 
that will compare with any record 
from the United States.

00,000 tons of pipes, but: laid’ them

To accomplish 
this feat the London firm, instead

Tue English Board. of Education 
has: for some years been engaged 
in a series of scientific investiga- 
tions into. certain , problems’ of 
education. An important consulta- 
tive. Committee recently published 
the results of its enquiries regard- 
ing . primary education, and its 
Report isa dosument of ‘great ‘im- 
portance to. parents: and tenchers 
everywhere. .It was recommended 
by a previous Report of this. Com- 
mittee that the primary cducation 
of children should end at the.age 
of eleven; and now it is. stated 
that it’ should begin at seven years 
of age, Thus, thero is a clear-cut 
period of .four years. for primary 
education. There arp the strongcst 
scientific reasons for believing that 
primary education should not begin 
earlier than at seven yenrs of age, 
nov end Inter than éleven. The 
Report discustes the whole ques-

A circle of excavation, has been 

drawn in the city around Spring 
Hill, the mound which directly 
overlooks the: water supply and the 
eastern towers This, from the im;, 
‘portance ahd extension of its well- 
filled .storo-rooms, plainly seen 
though burnt to cinders, seems to 
mark the spot) upon which, from 
remote antiquity, arose the resid. 
ences of the chieftains or “kings’’ 
af Jericho. 
_ Tt appenrs to be intact; the ovid- 
ence in determining the-history ‘of 
the site, and it may cyen yield 
up tablets or inscriptions, while: 
the collaterel excavation “of the 
tomba will enablo full appfeciation 
ta br given to the sequence and 
atratification of its pottery and 
other objects, All questions that 
may arise scem likely to be solved 
finally and with certitude. 


Early Bronze, Age Wall. 


Tt is now ascertained that inthe 
Early Bronze Age (before 2100 
B.C.) the site wan already defend: 
ed by an pnelosing wall. “‘Thia has 
heen’ traced in- the deep levels 
around two sides, and though the 


city .waa smaller tits outer 
walls thinner than i tor epochs, 
it sharod to tho fulk}acthe cultural 


stimulus that pervaded the country 
at that time. : : 

In the early genorations of the 
Middle Bronze Age, :2000-1800 B.C., 
arose another city, when the forti-- 
fications were grently strengthened 
and ‘extended, While not many 
buildings of this-Jow lovel have 
heen examined as yet within the 
city’s aron, the specimens of . the 
period, like the objects from the 
grent tomb beyond its walls, show 
that it marked. a we!l-defined cul- 
tural period in_ which Babylonian 
rather than Egyptian influence 
again predominated. ° 

This city gavo place about half 
way through the Middle Bronze 
‘Age (1800 B.C.) to that much 
Jarger one which onclosed the whole 
hill, and was protected by the 
glacis of massive stones with: rock- 
hewn fosse, and surmounted by an 
upper parapet ‘to shelter the de- 
fenders, © - mats : 

". Zenith of the Clty. 

The city now attained tho zenith 
af its extension and importance. 
The change was’ not sudden, Houses 
on the west and north had gradual- 
‘Ty been oxtending beyond tho limits 


‘| of the former city walls. Tho cul- 


ture of this peri liko | that of 
other Canaanite citics, war, marked 
hy taste and skill, with an -intro- 
duction ‘of new motives in which 
a Northorn rather than an Egyp- 
tian’ influence prevailed. . 

Notwithstanding its strength, this 
city fell before an. enemy about 
1600 B.C., and the ovent is marked 
by signs of wreckage and burning, 
possibly the work of: tho Pharaohs 
in.thelr pursuit of the rotrenting 
Hyksos, The disnster was read; 
for when the inhabitants returned 
they rebuilt their city upon the 
older lines, and it.was therefore 
confined to the summit of the 
mound, ‘now almost twice its 
original height. 

This wns the city which was still 
atanding at the time of the Tsrac- 
lite invasion. It was protected by 
a double brick wall, the: inner one 
being’ about four yards thick. 
These walla havo alrendy been des- 
ecribod, and they are, found to 
have been almost totally destroyed. 
upon the western and eastern fnces,

‘HK, CURRENCY. ‘| 
DETAILS AS TO WHY GOLD 

‘BASIS IS DISKAVOURED, - 


At a meeting of . the Chincse- 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday; j 
among ‘other matters the, question: 
of currency wag raised. It will be; 
reealed that/the Chincse Chamber! 
recently wrote to the Currency. 
Mission pointing out that, the mem-: 
bers of the Chambor generally dis- 
favoured the iden of a gold cur-: 
renvy ‘for Hong Kong 80 long’ as, 
‘China uged silver ds her currency. 
A aub-committes was appointed to 
draw up-details of views expressed 
nt'n recont meeting of the Chamber 
and the draft of their report, 
which was in the form of a stpple- 
mentary Jetter to the Currency 
Migsion, was read‘out to yester-. 
day's meoting. , Ty-was a8 follows: — 

Supplémentary to our letter ad- 
dressed to the Currency Misaion, 
we beg to ‘present the. appended 
views’ reapecting “Stabilisation in 
tho Colony : : ar 
~ y,-If, Hong Kong goea on gold 
basis, the demand for silver will 
without a doubt become consider- 
abty smaller; ..its price is bound 
to, drop, which, in turn, will in- 
tensify further drop in tho valuc 
of Chinese silver +currency. The 
Chinese, in. the circumstances, ‘will 
obviously withdraw théir deposits 
from Hong, Kong, and ‘remit to 
other places such as Canton, Shang: 
hai or other Treaty ports, as the 
Oversea Chinese havo beon remit. 
ting to Hong Kong at preacnt. 
‘Phat béing’ the case, Hong Kong 
as the financial, centre of. South 
China, will be affected to n seri- 
ous extent. - 

2,—As in ol) tho. world over, the 
middlo ‘class people form the bulk 
of -the population and if gold’ 
standard: is adopted. ‘here, this 
class who, with a view. to’ secking 
gain, will -be induced to remit 
‘their carnings to those places men- 
tioned above and tecause of the 
proximity to Hong Kong, they 
can’ ensity mannge to move their 
families to Canton and the interior 
so ns to curtail family expenses. 
Thus the number of the middle 
class people hero will be reduced. 


3.—If, Hong Kong changes to 
gold basis, the rent, wages and 
materials of ‘the factories in the 
Colony mus, be made conformable 
to gold currency, but these products 
cave dopendent’mainly on the mar: 
ket in the interior ‘for an outlet. 
Now, by conversion of :tho Hong 
Kong gold currency: into Chineso, 
silver currency, the prico of thes’ 
products must be enhanced, apart 
from import duty.
